Bonar Law Announces Military Commander Has Taken Important 
Steps — Newspapers Predict Important Developmentse—Unoffi- 
cial Announcement Additional Troops Are to Be Sent to Ireiand 
and Government Will Give Irish Executive All Assistance 


LONDON, May 12.—General Sir.  Nevil MacCready, military 
commander of Ireland, has framed new plans by which he believes 
better order will be established in Ireland shortly. Mr. Bonar Law 
announced in the house of commons today that the plans had been 
approved by the cabinet. ’ 

The government leader’s statement followed questions regard- 
ing the sensational murder of two policemen at Cork last evening 
and queries as to whether General MacCready had taken steps to 
co-ordinate the police and the military forces. 

Mr. Bonar Law said that the military. commander had’ already 
taken most important steps and at the cabinet meeting yesterday had 
proposed others which met with the approval of the government. 
What' these steps were Mr. Bonar Law did not say. He declared, 
however, that the government would ttake any action which in its 
belief would restore decent conditions, ah 

General MacCready is at present in London for consultation 
with the officials and the newspapers predict important develop- 
ments. In this connection it is unofficially stated that additional 
troops are to be sent to Ireland and ‘that the government is prepared 
to give the Irish executive all assistance necessary to suppress Jaw- 
lessness.

Canada Will Have to Make up 
Nearly Twenty-six Million Dol- 
lars for One Year 


REPORT TABLED 


Gross Earnings of Road Wes! 
Over Fifty Millions—Report 
on Gov't Merchant Marine 


OTTAWA, May 12.—(Can, Press)— 
Cross earnings of the Canadian Nor- 
thern railway for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1919, were $53,562,177.57, 
according to the fifth annual report 
of the directors, tabled in the house 


this afternoon by Hon. J. D. Reid, 
minigter of railways, These were 
derived as follows: 

From passenger traffic, $10,775,- 
708.46; freight @raffic, $39,176,152; 


express, mal and telegraphs, $1,588,- 
902.18; miscellaneous, $8,022,014.844 
In addition there were interest and 
profits from elevator and other sub- 
sidjary companies, investments, ete., 
amounting to $1,791,762.61, making 
a total of $56,353,930.18, Working 
expenses amounted to $60,034,023.92, 
and hire of equipment, taxes, rentals 
and miscellaneous charges were §$1,- 
020,553. 61, making the total expenses 
$61,054,577.00. The deficit was $ 
700,647.70 ,and interest charges $19® 
969,710.36, a total def'ct of $25,670,- 
358.06. 

The directors call.attention to the 
fact. that their repost covers only 
the operation of Candalan Northern 
railway lines, forming part of the 
Canadian National system. 

The total mileage operated at the 
end of the year was 9,685.7, compared 
with 9,566.5 at the end of 1918, being 
an increase of 119.2 miles. The ave- 
rage mileage in oneration throughout 
the year was 9,636 milles. 


Merchant Marine Shows Profit 

OTTAWA, May 12,—A total profit 
of $1,406,767.38 on operation of tho 
government merchant marine from 
the commencement of the service on 
March 1, 1919 to December 81, 1919, 
is shown in the annual report of the 
Canadian government merchant mar- 
{ne tabled in the house today. 

The report shows that 19 of the 63 
ships contracted for by the govern- 
ment were delivered during 1919. 
About 100,000 deadwe'ght tons of 
shipping is in operation with 280,630 
deadweight tons still in course of con- 
struction. The work is being done 
in Canada at differént shipyards. 

Government ships made 28 trips to 
the West Ind'es last year, three: to 
South America, eleven to the United 
Kinedom from. Atlantic and _ thre 
from Pacific. portastwo 
ports and five to New Foundland.

PAGEANT TOOK. 
| HOUR TO PASS 
IN CALGARY 


Hudson's Bay Company Parade 
Is Estimated to Have Been 
Three Miles in Length

There is still an enormous demand for 
farm help throughofft the province, ac- 
cording to J. W. Mitchell, superintendent 
of labor bureaus for the province. He is 
also receiving constant enquiries for men 
for lumbering, as well as for’miners, Mr. 
Mitchell believes that the farm labor sit- 
uation 1s one that should be met with the 
beat response possible, since with the very 
late sprjng, the farmers are really up 
ugainst t to get in the crop and it is only 
with a good crop this year that Alberta | 
will be able to’ hold its own. Every day 
is precious when the season has been cut 
short by two full weekd at least. The 
farmers are paying from §80 to $90 and 
{mn some cases more for help and room 
and board is included. 

The total applications at the government 
Jabor bureaus for the year to April 24 
ere 18885 and the vacancies reported 15.- 
281, with the placements 13,145. On April 
24, there were 504 applications from men 
on the books and 40 women: while for the 
game date the vagnncies unfilled were 464 
men and 280 women.

CROP PROSPECTS 
IN’ FRANCE ARE 
BRIGHTEST KIND 


Hoped That Wheat Harvest This 
Year Will Nearly Meet Na- 
tion’s Requirements 


Paris, May 12—So good is the 
French crop outlook for this year that 
the great experts belleve the wheat 
harvest will come close to meeting the 
nation’s full requirements for the fol- 
lowing year. This tmprovement, as 
last year, f@ due in 
some degree to the increased use of 
motor driven farm equipment. 

According to official figures, more 
than 12,360,000 acres have been sown 
with wheat. The department of agri- 
culture estimates that this should pro- 
duce 26,000,000 bushels, leaving only 
about 3,700,000 bushels to be i{m- 
ported, Last year the home crop was 
so #mall that 18,000,000 bushels had 
to be Imported. 

The bumper crop ts expected to 
save France no less than 6,000,000,000 
francs and may even have @ notice- 
able favorable effect on the exchange 
situation.

his into which they may pitch- 
fork whom ‘they please. 

His Worship should know what 
ho is talking about. ' His political 
associations and those of the school 
board majority-are the same. They 
were nominated under the same 
auspices, appealed for and suppos- 
edly got the samo support, and 
were elected as members of| 
‘‘slates’’ representing the same/ 
organization, When he undertakes 
to throw light upon the strategy 
of the school board members who} 
were his running-mates in the re- 
cent election it has to be presumed 
that he is speaking on a subject 
of which he has inside information. 

Why His Worship should ‘‘spill 
the beans’’ in this way at the pro-| 
sent juncture is also clear enough. |

The Mutliplying Autos. 


The police have been kept busy 
for the last few days looking into 
the circumstances of an unusually 
large number of automobile acci- 
dents. Five smashes in one even- 
ing seems to be the record thus 
far. It does not follow that drivers 
generally are getting more reck- 
less than they used to be, though 
carelessness and the desire to speed 
may have been responsible for 
some of the occurrences. The fact 
that cars are getting more numer- 
ous on the streets makes probable, 
almost to the point of certainty, 
that a larger number of run-ins 
will have to be looked for in fu- 
ture.

| Air Smugglers Next? 


The collector of customs for New 


York foresees trouble for himself 


and other officials in the service 
when smugglers begin to use the 
airplane to import whisky from 
His apprehensions are 
likely well founded, Because the 
airplane can start from any point, 
travel by darkness over any route, 
and land at any destination, its 
adaptability to the purposes of 
those who seek to evade trade laws 
is obvious. 

- So far as whisky smuggling is 
concerned the air line route may 
be put out of business by cutting 
off the manufacture. Whisky can- 
not be carried unless it is made. 
If Canada is a menace to the en- 
forcement of prohibitory law in 
the United States it is because our 
Government permits whisky to be 
manufactured, even where it is 
forbidden to be sold. When that 
privilege is withdrawn whisky 
smugglers, by airline or land 
route, will ~suffer a collapse of 
No large export trade 
can be built up in whisky made 
illicitly. 

The difficulty will hardly be so 
readily dealt with in respect to 
other kinds of goods. Any sort of 
light merchandise of high value 


are so anxious to get. And if 
tariffs are made high enough to 
pay for the cost and risk no doubt 
a thriving trade will be developed 
by air smugglers between Canada 
and the United States, Under our 
present tariff schedule there-are a 
vast number of commodities which 
sell so much cheaper acros 
line ‘that it would probably be a 
paying business to smuggle them 
by the overhead route into Can- 
ada. Perhaps one of the peace ser- 
vices of the airplane will be to 
compel the cutting down of tariffs 
below the Jevel that would thake 
smuggling by air profitable.
